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THE GENERAL RELIEF FUND. 


‘The response which has come from all parts of the Bnush dommuons to the appeal 
which was made on behalf of the famine stricken people of Southern India has been 80 
magmficent from » financial pomt of view, and the good done with the aid rendered has 
been #0 great, that a few detals in regard to the ongm and working of the Fund may be 
of usterest, and also be worthy of permanent record 

In Jane lest, the Dircetors of the Monegar Choultry at Madras » Poor House and Infir 
mary,) the nearest approach probably to an Linglich Work house 1m Indus) were requested 
by one of ther number, Mr Knelinams Charzuz, to provule for the relief of the caste 
poor of Madras, who could not from relgicus and other scruples, partake of cooked food, 
supplied in Relief Houses ‘Lhey would sooner die than partake of such food As the 
fonds (raised from endowments mado by wealthy natrvey, from public subscrsptions, and 
from & grant fiom Govcrnment), would not permst of aid being rend rid, the suggestion 
was referred to His Grace the Governot 11 Council The Governor in Council suggested 
that the reef of such poor as wi2e altogether outude of existing agencieu should be under 
taken by the public, who should reine. submriptions, towarda which, Government would 
make allotments The Moncp.l Couneil w ts made the medium of the effort, anda luge 
number of Kmopean and Nutzve gentlemen joined im the deliber tions of the Tamme 
Rehef Committee, whiuh wis thon formed At one of the meetings, mb committees 
(9) aggregating in numbo: nearly two hundied gentlemen, undcztook the persons) buper 
vision of relief and agreed to make searching invcstigution into the cases of all who 
were apphcants for reef At this meeting the first nu ction was made for serlnug 
charitable aid outmde Madras, 1b emanated hom Mi Digby, kditor of the Wadras Times 
Some discusmon followed the suggestion, Sir Wilham Robmvon, kc 81, agreeing that 
at would be wull if the attention of the Cnglsh pabhe were called to the actunl stute of 
thungs in Bouthcrn Indie, vat he was uot of opimion that the Town Rehet Commrtte 
should undertake the taxk Mr Digby inamtamed the propriety of the Madias Com 
muttes, as representing the whole Presdency, tulung the untustzve, but for the tune beng 
foxbore to mi motion on the subject 

Meanwhile having found there was « stiong feeling among the inhebitwnts of Madras 
on the subject, Mr Digby agen brought the subject for wurd at a meetingheld on the 30th 
of July, three days after the meeting referred to above when if was resolved that a 
reqmition should be sent to the Sheff to convene » meeting, and that His Grace the 
Governor should be asked to preside At thc Commuttec meoting Mr Digby moved the 
following resolution, which wus substantially adopted — 

“ That the Central Commuttes of own Rehef for Madres arrange for a public meeting 
being held at an early date in the Bangueting Hull, over which His Grace the Governor 
be saked to preside Tat at this meeting Resolutions be submitted which shall show 
‘the extent of distress throughout the Premdency and that the aid of the commumitits of 
Calcutta, and other Indian cities where no ebnormal distress xs beung experienced, be 
sought Also that the Lord Mayor of London and the Luglsh Chambeis of Commerce 
“9 communieated with, and that the Indi Office be esked to plice all available comma 
nicstions regarding the 1 amme ut the wervico of the Engheh Pioss Ax the Joral Govern 
ment undertake to keep the people alive as far as possible, it be suggested that the Funds 
raised in England, snd elsewhere be employed m supplementing “Government md, ani. 
2 providing implements for sgriculture and seed gram for sowmg durmg the approach 
ag N E monscor sarson * ‘ 
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“A public meeting preuded over by His Grace the Governor of Medras was held. His 
Grace consented ta take the chair, only efter the meeting had been called by unofficial 
genilemen—in a word by the cisens of Madras. The mgnatures,to the reqmsition to 
the Sherif were all those of private citizens, This fact is explicitly statrd, becanse tho 
smpression got abroad that Hus Grace the Governoi of Madras as Governor appealed to 
‘the people of England fo help. ‘That was not the case, however, the eppen! being from 
the people of Madzas +o the people of England. The meeting in the Banqueting Fiall 
‘wna well attended, and the outcome of it was the following telegram to the London 
Ties — 

Piense poblsh for the information of the Lord Mayors of London, York, end Dublin, 
the Majors of Bammglam, Bristol, Laverpool, and Menchester, end the Lord Provoste 
of Edinburgh and Glasgow, that at a pubbe meeting holdin Madras, the Governor pre- 
siding, 1t was tosolved to appeal to the Bntsh public for aid tothe population of 
Southern Indis — 

« The severaty of the fatoine 1s increanng, and the distrest is great. ‘The rainfall con- 
timues msnfficient, and a population of twenty mulhona is affected. Numbers are abeo- 
lutely dependent on charity, and in the Madras Premdency alone 3,760,000 persons daily 
receive nesstance, The increased mortuhty has already reached nearly haifa million, 
‘The distresnis now reuching the Lettor clases, owmg to the incre wed price of gram, The 
Proseme must continue till tho cropy are gathered in January, The neccemty for assist 
ance is mout mgont and prosang" 

‘The proceedings of the meeting xtself will be found detailed in the following appeal 
which was widely cnculated throughout Gert Butain, the Colonies, and India —

they nore It was thought that crops might hive beon sown some two mouths azo and 
that, with neasonnble rain to foster tucar gowth, prospects would improve, and thut, as 
fast an the people hud gathered to the aid whih had been collected and gianted, no 
quckly would all appearunces of the fr nine disappear on the people once more finding 
ocempation and ihe carth once more giiiig crops But it hid uot been so willed They 
had now entered npon a new phase of the Tamme Trom the Kintoa aiver to Cape 
Comorm throughout a extent of torntory covering seven or oight deziers of lntetude, | 
except in a narrow shp of country +17 Tiayincore and portions of the Western Const, 
there wore ead signs of distrea, Information received by His Gace hom almost cvery 
datriet week after week and fortmight aftc: fortmght complained of greut scarcity and 
the want of foal and crttle and of dire distress bemp experienced Buch was the tenor , 
of the reports of the several district officers and that those reports were not oxaggerted 
was shown by the testimony of officcrs having long exprisenro io Indian mutters who 
had vimted and were still vimting the famine districts At the prenent moment, an area 
mcluding eighteen millions of people depended for their food supply on the achvity of 
trade and commerce, ind the cvertioun of those wh» were engaged m the transport of 
gran Through the Ceded Dastrirts Sic Noith Arcot, Cormbatore, and the Nilgins, 
the demand of half of ten milhons of people was being duly met by the Railway, aud if 
the demand every month w va compared 1t would be seen that the necessity for supplies 
was ateadily an the mcrease In the Stito of Mysore the mame due distesn eusted, 
and there way also the same unceitemty as tofutme cropa Amongst the smioultural 
clansea there wus a feshng of gcneral de«p ur cimsed by tho depression arising out of the 
existisg state of things Hin G1 xe hail referred to the my ply of food It was essentially 
the task ond duty of the Guvermnent to aro to that—to have the food supples which 
eusted in the Presidency distributed te the sever distuicts It wns no light tash for 
trade and commerre to provide for the meat dimund of tho supply of food A month 
ago he wan of opinion from the facts before hun that there wis not enough grein being 
received in Madraa to meot the demind Indeed, at the time there was only @ weeks 
supply on hand But now enough hid been received to curry on for a timo, yet His 
Grace desired not to lose the opp rtumsty of mgmzs on those engaged m trade and com 
meres to une their efforts to be cquil to the demind Ashe had mud before, rt was the | 
duty of the Government to see to the supply of food tut public charity wus needed for 
other purposes It wea not food alone that was meeded During the short trips he had | 
taken in the famine distiicta—he was sorry that he could not make sh nore frequently 
or farther,—His Grace had nolicod the want of covering for the boily, the roofless houses 
and the dealitute condition of the poor who were compelled to serk 1elief im the camps 
Thatch had been taken from the roof for the cattle, and the bamboo zafters converted 
4nto menng to purchass food Tha mghts to be met with preseuted a aad picture of the 
entatate plight to which « very large number uf the people had been redued Conse 
quepily, tuo many, when they return to thar homes fiom the Relief camps or publo 
works, will have to go to a roofless house with note simgle culinary vessel remauuug in 
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1t Here were wants which 1+ would be necessary to recognise and anpply, and for wiuch 
he thonght outade ad mght well be sought To provide clothmg for the poor, even 
nach ecanty clothing aa this chmate necomutates, means were wantng; to enable them 
to repair thear houses and to purchase new unplementa mmstead of those which they had 
| ald m order to procure the means to obtain food, would require funds, which might be 
| looked for fiom pubhe chatty It was necessaiy thet public chanty shoutd be invited 
tor these purposes, and such wants were emsnently suited to the claims of charity. To 
mupply thene want to ao large a number of people would need » sum of money far mare 
than could be gotirom the Premdency. ¢ would bo necessary to look for aid to the 
wymopathy wich Anglend hed exercised on occamons of dsatress through many by-gons 
yeare Fas Grace was convinced that they had but to place a true account of the distress 
prevailing among the prople of tins land to evoke the sympathy and secure the hberal 
ad of Hn,land He could not think that, when it should be known sn England how 
Jarge e postion of the Presidency was subject to calamaty end dutress, when 16 should 
be known that the distucts m which the distaess prevailed included eighteen millions of 
people, and also when at phould be known that two thndu of the Premdency was suffer- 
ing from lugh prices of food, that whole districts were suffermg under pressure of prices 
double what had been suffered m the Bongal famme of 1874 the people of England 
would not hemtate to admit the necd for aid Tt was because His Grace felt that 
aid was necded that he had consented to memde at the meeting, for he confessed, 
and be was not ashimed to confess it, that he bad held that st behoved partioular 
districta suffering from some lands of calamities, to endeavour of themselves to 
grapple with those colamstien ‘Tlus, the Madras Presidency bad beon ondeavourmng to 
do with the famme But the time when Madias could take such a course had passed 
Further aid was needed His Grace had had but httle opportumty of vunting the dis 
triote—not, as he had anid, an much as be could havo demzcd—and au he had alrendy 
observed, he hed bad to judge of the condition of tho districts from the reports of the 
officers The Government had sent out able and eaperienced officers to see what was 
‘beng done to reheve the sufferings of the people ‘hese offloers brought back informa- 
thon shewing that much energy and vigilance war being devoted by the district officers 
to the rehef of suffering and that energy and sclf sacisScing zeal charuoterised the officers 
of the Madras serviro engaged in the task, but they aluo brought back mnformation which. 
showed that, with all ihe cxertions that we1e omployed, the Government were not hold. 
amg their ground with the condition of the peoplo, thet, m fact, in the new phase which 
the famine had assumed, they had to meet thear enemy with reduced strength and um- 
povershed means The stores winch bad exinted before existed no longer. They had 
to contend with the diffoulty thst faced them with & weakened population and diminished 
resources Thus « greater tatk than that which they had before to gapple with had 
fallen on the Government, and a still greater tack on the district officers on whose enargy 
would depend the 1ssne uf the contest with starvation m which they were now engaged 
After posing a hagh comphment to the energy of Dr Cornssh and hus carefal tours af in- 
wpection, His Grace raed an extract from a report receaved an that dey from that officer 
referring to « tour m the dustricts of Bellary and Kurnool Dr Cormsh gave a gloomy 
sccount of the condition of these districts, and His Grace said that what was steted of 
these disiricta by Dr Oormsh might be said of other districts also.” 


‘The temnbie offects of the scarcity upon the lives of the people will be seen from re- 
marks made by the Sanitary Commissioner of Madras at the Meeting in question. Dr. 
Coxssu wad —~

‘The Resolutsons were mpoken to by A Mackenrie, Esq, the Venerable Archdescon 
Drury, De Cormsh, Z Jones, aq Wm Digby, Esq, Colonel Drever, The Right Rev 
Buhop Fennelly, Rev B Stephenson, ioe ‘Vv Ramuengar, ost, J Nicholas, Esq 
and the Hon J G Colemam in the order

Suscriptions flowed in freely from various parts of Indie, and « public meeting was 
azranged to be held in Calcutta, but through misunderstanding regarding the wishes and 
intentions of the Supreme Govornment it was not held, and considerable excitement and 
fooling was aroused at apparent conflict betw-en the authorities and the Madras public. 
(Subsequently @ public meoting was held in Calcutta, and eppreciable help rendered.} 
Meanwhile, in England, the sppoul bad been heartily taken up, and om the 28h of 
August His Grace the Govornor received the first remittance from the Lord Mayor 
of London, which arnounted to £45,000. Moanwhile there wes considerable unoaniness 
about the attitude of the Supreme Government, which was removed on the occasion of 
the Viceroy's visit to Madras, when the following correspondence was published ina 
Gazette of India Hetraordinary —

Lam directod to forward, for the information of the Governor of Madras in Council, 
the accompanying copy of a letter which, undor the direction of Hin Hxcellency the 
‘Viceroy, I have thia day addressed to the Government of Bengul, in regard to the quos- 
tion of applying to the public for Subscriptions in aid of Famine Rellet. 

& The immediate object of this letter was to explain to His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Beugal somewhut more fully than had been in the telegram of tho 12th of 
Angust the views and wishes of the Govurnmont of India in rogard to appeals by Go- 
‘vernment for public subsoriptions, and it is dosirable, that His Grace should also be in- 
formed of the considerations which led His Excellency to sdopt these views. 

8. With reference to paragraph 7 of the enclosed Jetter, Iam directed to state that His 

x E Exoollency finds on the proceedings of the Committes * 
see een gel Committe, ..g, heldon the 2th Augast, a resolution that the Fund should 

be devoted (1) to contributious in aid of local Committess 
for the relief of necensitons poor, not reached by the Governmoat, (2) to contributions to- 
‘wardu the care of destitute children, (3) to making ellotment towards any other special 
objects which seem to come within the scope aud ability of the Fund. The whole discus- 
ign tends to show that it was the desire of the Committee to adapt ite work to objects 
and measures of relief other than that already covered by the action of Government, but 
in considering the terma by which the Committee define the objects to which their funds 
will be devoted the Viceroy fails to gather such complete and specific information on 
the point ea he could desire. He haa no objection whatever to the benefits of private 
charity being directed towards those necessitous poor whom the action of Government 
cannot reach, and accepta it as quite probsble that among women of the respectable 
oleasea, among persons on very small fixed incomes, and even among agriculturists who 
are struggling to ramain at their homes, there may be cases, which ought not to come 
within the soope of Governmant action, but which may very proflerly be relieved by 
private charity wherever private charity has the necessary sgency at ite disposal. Simi- 
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larly sn regard to children, though Government 1s m one way or another sxdesvounng 
40 keep alive all destuinte or orphan children that may be thrown on its bands, there msy 
‘wall be room for private chanty im regard to children not withm this category, and 
moreover the work of providing for and supporting such eluldren hereafter, either by 
grants to orphanages or to those who will recetve puch children, 1s ebviously a fit mbyect 
for pervate charity His Excellency understands thet it was not the object of the Com. 
muthee to express,in a geners} resolution, specific rules or detailed netructions, but 
doubtless these will be drawn out hereafter In the meautme, es Lord Lytton leerns 
that the subject has been under the conmderntion of His Grace the Governor, he will 
be glad to recenve information as to the conclumons which the Madras Government have 
come to, and to learn not only what are the specific objects in detail to which fonds are 
to be devoted, but also what agency the Commuttes propose to employ both 1m large 
townu and in the interior for the attamnment of those objects In large towns there will 
no doubt be plenty of volunteer agency available, but in the villages His Exoellency 
apprehends that, outada the cham of relef organiration subordmate to the Collector 1¢ 
will be difficult o find the requimte agency and Lord Lytton deprecates tha diversion of 
this organisation to purposes other than those of Government rehef This objection 
as not based on imaginary grounds Experience has shown that, when the Government 
relief organsation has been placed under the orders of « Central Committee, thas led 
not only to the Collectors beng burthened with additional work, having to aabmut double 
sete of returns, and to correspond with an additional master, but also toa oonaidersble 
amount of frotion and some ungeemly discussions betwesn Government offtcials and 
ther mmperiors His Cxcellency hopes therefore thet the Government of Madras will 
‘be able to direct the operations of the Committee into some line, where the agency 
to be employed will not be that of the overworked establishment already «mployed by 
Government

a Fame Rehet Commuittes , and from this corrospoxdence it appears that conaderable 
musapprehenvion eats as to Hin Excellency s views on the subject of appers to the 
public in aid of famine iehef I am, therefore, directed to communicate to you, m con 
tumuation of the Viceroy s telegiam of the 19th August, the views of the Government of 
India on this umportant subject 

@ Tho Madras Government bive undertaken to keep people sbve by all availuble 
moana within then power, they undertake to rolieve the famine atricken by giving work 
to those who gan work, by giving food and attendance erthe: in relief camps or kntchens 
to fumine stioken people who caunot work, and they distisbute rehef in the shepe of a 
money dole to nearly half s millon of people at thar villages, but i order to do this the 
whole available organuation of the country 1s stiained to the very nitost, and 26 ui am 
possible to place tins organisation at iho disposal of any arresponmble committee 

8 Before, therefore, the Government of India conld properly ask for, or even accept, 
the chanteble seaistance of the public, t would be necessary to ascertain what messuiet 
of relist, othe: than those already adopted by Government, the Central Commuttes pro- 
pose to adopt, and what organisation, other than the Government c:gatumshon, 1s a6 tbe 
dispoma] for carrying out those measures: 

& The Viceroy in his telegram of the 19th explamed thet he was unwilling “ to mp- 
peal for public rubsoriphons mm aid of the efforts which Govarnmens was malang to keep 
People alive” that is to say, be was unwilling to ask for puble subscrsphons in order to | 
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mmplement the Government expendsture on the seme lines, for the same ends, and 
throngh the same channels of organumhon as the Government had already occupied ‘To 
have done this would be merely askmg for publo subvcnptons m ard of the Indun

In Great Britain subserrptions rapidly mereased in amount; veparate funds were 
raged 10 Leneachive andin Seotlund, Later on the total sums subscribed will be found 
givon in detall. 

During the period this point was being discussed, the General Committes, through ita 
Exooutve, was striving to eatabheh Coramittecs throughout the Prewdency, but a fect- 
ang being sbroad thet the Supreme Government was opposed to officials taking part mn 
the formation of Committees led to grout delay. Missionary agency was prompt to offer 
itself for disburnng reef, and throughout has pioved most valuable, Eventually the 
restricion of the Goveinment of India regarding officials twang part in the movamont was 
removed, and about the same tue, two gentlemen—the Rev J,M Rtrackan, x. 0. and 
Mi. F, Rowlandson—having been uppomnted to proceed through the Prenudency to orga 
nine rebef operations, it was not long before Committees or Agencus were appomted

I wrote to you of my Meoting on Saturday monung last, with the existing Local 
Commuttoe nt Coumbatore ~=This body id not appear to mo suffiuently represontulive as 
no European ofc gentlemen were upon st According); on Sunday and Monday I cay 
the Judge (Mz Kandeaslcy) and other gentlemen, and #t a Meeting of Commsttoc held on 
Mondey cvening, Menus handcrsley, Davin, Cloete, Grimes, W)nch, Ogg, ant H G 
Woddcrbun were added to the Committec, and Mr Kindersley wan clected President 
and Colonc! Cloote Vice President, conjontly with Mr btree Rungacharlu who had been 
elected aba yreviows Mcctang, when Mr Nush (Stanes & Co) had been made Honomy 
Treasurer, and Mz Mooyuuga Row, Honorary Secretary 

A revision was then made of the lust of Sub Committoes in the lown, and Sub 
Committ es were formed for the taluga consisting of two or three local members aud two 
anapecting incnibers fiom ihe Town Commuttee Col Closte, Messrs Gunes, Wynch,” 
Ogg, and Woiderburn were each put on a ‘Town Sub Commuttee, and Mesms Clocte and 
‘Wedderbusn also conrented to work ou Taluy Commuttees Mr Venkatasmh (Pensioned 
Depaty Collcetor) and Mr Naiamyer (Pensioned Sherstadar) agreed to travel though 
the tslugsas d:d Mr Stree Rungucharlu Colonel Davis, whose duties take lum into 
different parte of the District, will act with each Sub-Commnites as he finds himself in ite 
neighbourhood 

A meeting of the Committee was fixed for Wednesday, the proceedings of which 
will no doubt be communnated toyou I think your Committes may rely upon recaty 
ing miost valuable nsustance from the Coumbatore Commutter as now conshtuted 

On the afternoon of Sunday I had @ long interview with the Bight Rev D J Bar- 
dou, Boman Cathohe Bishop 1 explamed to lam that the Local Cammatiee having taken 
chazge of the four 8 W Talugs of the Distnet, any apphostion on behalf of zeudente 0 
that ares he might deaue io make should be made in future to that Commuttes and not to 
you He gave the names of several priests who were put on the Talng Sub-Committees 
at Mondey evening's meeting The Bushop also informed me of the agency an other parts 
of the District which he can employ either ssparstely or mm conyanction with Looal Com- 
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mittees. He also told me that there iy a part of Cochin territory within his Vicariate 
which is much distressed. I would suggest thet a tum of Rs. 500 be sent hom for dlis- 
teibution there. 

On Monday morning I came here and was fortunate in finding Mr. Wedderburn and 
Dr, Cornish with the Sub-Collector, Mr. McWatters. There was a parade of 8,000 people 
for inspection by Dr. Cornish. They varied very much in condition, but at least a fourth 
appeared to me incapable of work, and proper subjecta for camp relist or hospital troat- 
ment. 

After the inspection I met the Collector and Dr. Cornish et Mr. McWatters’ house, 

In reply to my enquiries as to the way in which we can best utilize the fundy at 
our disposal, Mr. MoWatters gave it ev bis opinion that there should be an immediate ul- 
lotment of grants to the ryots to enable them to get their land under cultivation, I in- 
formed him that the General Committees were of opinion thet the purchase of bnllocks 
does not come within tho scope of our operations. Mr. MoWattera bexgeil me to urgo 
upon the Committes the reconsideration of their decision, and I have tho honor to requext 
that tho point may be diecussed again, having reference amongst other matters to the fact 
that we may now suppote that we shall in all probability have some 40 lukhs rent ont for 
distribution, so thet some two lakhs at least may be approximately eppuitioned to each 
diatrossed District. Dr. Cornish quito coincided with Mr. McWattera, and uuthorized mo 
to state that it is his opinion that the agricultural classes, which he described as the brck- 
bone of the country, are expecially deserving of libernl relief, being mo1o independent in 
character then the pariah and chuckler caste folk who are only too rvady to abuso hindnosa 
shown to them. I understood Mr. Wedderburn to be of opinion also that grants for bul- 
locks should be made for the greater part of the District, in fact, for all the taluqa except- 
ing Coimbatore, Pollachy, and Collegal. As to the two former of these you will receive, 
in due course, the report of your Coiinbutore Committee. 

I find Mr, McWatters has convened a Mesting for to-morrow (Hriday) of residents, 
with @ view to the formation of a Local Cummittee for the Kroile, Karur, and Darapuram 
tuluqs. 

Tuking, however, into consideration tho necessity for immediate action, I beg to 
suggest that if your Committeo is propared to adopt tho viewy an above stated of Mr. 
MecWatters, a sum of Hx, 60,000 should be forthwith remitted to that gontlonan for diy- 
tribution in tho three talugs of his Sub-Collectorate.

‘That is, one lakh out of thirty for clothing 100,000 people at e time of the year when in 

their weakened condition exposure to cold will prove fatal to thousands, 

4. That where District Committess exist, all grants for those districts ahall be made, 
not to individual applicants but to the Committees, the members of whom living 
on the spot will be most likely clearly to understand the circumstances, For ex- 
‘ample, an application comes for help for an orphanage, the Madras Committes 
refers the applicant to the District Committee. 

5, That district Committees organise Taluq Committees and make grants to them. 

8 Thatthe help of “officials” be sought and thankfully acknowledged, especially 
in dispensing the charity in the remote villages. 
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9. ‘That the village officials be not employed by the Talng Committees, I think it will 
‘be found that the merchants will be able to help greatly in thia matter. Every 
Yarge marchant hes direct communication with grain seHers in neighbowing vil- 
lages, who would, if asked, draw up a roll of those requiring velief, and then the 
Telisving officer on his next visit could inquire and revise, and sdminister the 
belp. Tam convinced that by this plan the distress in most of the remote villages 
could become known in a fortnight. 

The system of relief generally adopted is described in the following details regarding 
‘an allotment of thirty-six lakhs of rupees made early in October :— 

‘The method of calculation adopted was, briefly, this: the number of persons on Govern- 
ment relief of all sorts was taken and compared with the total population as indicating 
the intenalty of distress in the various districts. The proportion of agricelturists to the 
general population was taken from the census returns, One-third of the 96 lakhs was 
ppportioned to non-egriculturists, whilst the remainder (24 lakhs) was apportioned to the 
agrivoltarists paying under Ra. 50 Government A sessment. 

The results worked outs fair ides of distribution, They have been modified to some 
slight extent from general information available and it is believed the statement given 
below may be aocepted as being an equitable allotment. On further consideration it was 
found there are not data for further distributing the sums to Sub-divisions or Talugs, and. 
T think that operation may safely be left to the Local Committees, assisted as they aro 
by Revenue and other Government officers of experience. Particulars are as follows :—

‘This statement was adopted, end applicstions then before the Committes were dealt 
with on the basis of this echeme. For the guidance of Local Committces it was decided 
that a letter should be prepared, of which the following is a copy of that sent to the 
Honorary Secretary of the Local Committee st Kurnool :— 

‘The Madras General Famine Belief Committee believe that their operations and thoss 
of the respective Local Committess will be facilitated and rendered more effective if 
fairly definite idea is arrived at aa to the amount of relief to be distributed in different 
Jooalition. 

% The General Committee find they ere in » position efficiently to allot sums to Col- 
lectormtos and perbeps to Taluge, Tha arrangement of the farthermore minute territo- 
rial and individual allotments will fall to the Looal Committees and Snb-Committecs 
‘tundar the general principles that have been, or may be from time to time, indicated. 

8, Local and Sub-Committees had been pretty generally formed slreedy, but tha 
Generel Committen is not satisfied that all paris of the distressed tracts come within 
their sobion.

EAST INDIAN MATRONS IN CHARGE OF NURSERIES,

Early in August last the suffering among the childron of the coolies working on the 
Junction Canal attructod the notice of Mrs. Firth. 

Many of there cluldron appeared to be wasting away, not only frora neglect and insuff- 
cient and unwholesome food, but from passing long hours without any nourishment 
whilst their parents wore at work ; the wages of the previous day being barely sufficient 
to provide oue meal for the labourers and their children. 

‘This suggested to Mrs, Hirth the idea of collecting fauds by private subscription to crect 
Sheda where the young children and infants of famine coolies might be fed and cared 
for whilst ther paronts were occupiod. Wath this abject in view, Mrs. Firth consulted 
Mra, Carmichsel, and the first rosult of their joint efforts was the opening of the Day Nur- 
wery at Barber's Bridge on the 8th of August. 


‘Th was not thought expedient on Sanitary grounds however, to detain the children 
during the day, but n Leaf Shed was orcoted by the Engineer in charge of the Canal 
‘Works capable of accommodating 200 children: and in this about 180 wore assembled 
and fed twice » day, at 94. x, and 4-80 P. x. with bread (4 oz. at onoh meal) and ragi oon- 
jee, Milk was also given to the young infants, and through the kindness of Surgeon-Gene- 
ral Smith, arrow-root was also supplied fur vory weak and sickly children, A Matron was 
put in charge with « peon and two sssistants and several ladies undertook to supervise 
the meals daily and to regulate the supplies of food. It wan proposed at first to admit 
only the children of coolies on famine relief works, but ss it became evident that the 
suffering was far more widely spread than at first appeared, and thet the children of 
many of the industnoun wore quite as much in noed of assistance as those of mctual peu: 
pers,* it wos decided to extend relief to them, and finally no child bearing evident marks 
of want oF starvation was refused admittance. 








* It has been abundantly evident that the poorer clacsos of the town of Madras and other 
places Gneluding pernons of respectable easte) havs been, gradually losing condition owing 
to the long continued famine prices, .

My temarks have reference especially to the great mass of poorly-paid Isbourers, 
emongst whom I include the lower classes of domestic servants, horae-keepers, gress: 
cutters, shepherds, weavers, workers in leather, gardeners, peons and others, whose 
wages if raised at all during the famine period, aro inadequate to cope with & general 
rise in provision of from 100 to 800 per cent. in the main articles in daily use—Memoren- 
dum on the use of Nurseries for Famine Relisf, by Dr. Cornish, vide Madras Mail, 0th Bep- 
tember, 1877. 


xXxXVIOE FAMINE OPERATIONS. 


The public responded generously to Mrs. Carmichsel’s appeal for help in the work, and 
many xuetive gentlemen were especially kind in sffording ail the assistance in their 
power, especially the lato Mr. D. Narsing Rao, Deputy Salt Collector, Madras, Ont of Ba. 

18,850 which has been subscribed for the Nurseries, Ra. 1,600 were contributed from the 
Mansion Honse Fund, the remaining Ra, 16,750 having been collected especially for this 
object. The first subscriptions to the Indian Famjne collected in Onloutte were the 
resnlt of an especial appeal for the Nurseries most kindly made by Sir Richard Gerth. 
Considerable sums had also been collected by private individuals at home and in the 
Colonies. 


Almost simultaneously with the first Nursery at Barber's Bridge, Mes. Cornish 
opened ono in Ler own grounds in Trynampett, particulars of which will be found below, 
No orpenses for the erection of Sheds or for establishment have been incurred in this 
instanco and only one meal is given, but tho allowance of bread is larger. On the 17th 
Beptember the third Nursery waa opened on the Feplanade near the Beach. Capacious 
Sheds were erected, one being renerved for caste children to which s separate 
kitchen with a carte cook is attached. Upwards of a thousand children are constantly 
fed ot this Nursery, and some of the worst cases that heve been met with have been found 
here. Au the situation is central, » Hospital Shed bas been added, and the books show a 
daily attendance of about 48 pntionts; Mr. Apothecary Phillips hau been kindly deputed by 
the Burgeon-Genoral to attend daily. No less than $6,431 meals were given out at this 
Nurvery from 17th September to lst October. 


‘Next folowod the Ki/paub Nursery in the bth Division which was opened on the 15th 
Ootober, and on the {th of the same month a fifth was opened at Choolay in Vepery. 
The daily attendance at these Nurseries average respectively 400 and 950 children, who 
each receive two moala a day. 


At ouch of the Nurseries a Dresser attends and a small supply of medicines is kept at 
hand, Brandy and broth are occasionally required for the sick. It may be mentioned, 
hors, that vaccination is cerried out, everywhere. 


Au regards the dict of the children, the Committee huve been guided by the edvice of 
the Sanitary Commissioncr ss laid down in the following extracts from his Memorandum 
quoted before :— 


“ For young olildren, exparience shows that bread made of wheat flour is a very suit- 
able staple of diet. Nearly all castes will cat it readily, and it appears to be more easily 
digestad than rice when the children have been much reduced by starvation * *

tive value of the grain are considered 9 * if 
there is any difficulty in Betting bread, Regi flour may be ad ind si gfvod Welaa 
in pudding or in cakes or conjee .

‘The Chairman mid he bed celled a specu! mesting at the request of the 61 Thome 
Commutteo, and reed a letter from Dr Stracken stating that the penmoners of the St 
‘Thoms District had petitzaned the Local Commuttee “ bogging that they may bs gianted 
for a tame, some sddrtion to ther pension * 

The Chairman said that he hed then before tum only the St Thomé petition, but he 
had heard from Mr Moore, the Secretary, tht Vepery contemplated sending a mmular pets- 
tion and that he thought other Dastricta would be doing the same shortly At ths stagoa 
petuon from Parcherry District was hended to the Secretary, who handed 14 to the 
Chairman, praying for Special Relirf The Archdeacon ssid he was quite sure that the 
meefang would sympathise with tho object for which they had met snd called upon Dr 
Strachan to move the first Hesolution 

‘Tho Rev Dr Strachan rose and moved, “ That during the existing soarrty a speoul 
obllection be made under the auspices of the Driend m Need Somety for the purpose of 
yehoving the Kuropean and Rurawan poor,’ which was secoudcd by Colonel Hearn and 
carned 


The second proposition was proposed bythe Honorable H 8 Cunmngham, “that tas 
ford be called the Friend m Necd Special Rehef Tund and that the reef afforded 
byt be not confined to the Penmoners of the Society ” This was seconded by Colonel 
the Honoinble J G Coleman and camed 


‘The Rev Dr Strachan next proposed and the Rey RC Macdonald, seconded “ that 
the rchef afforded by this fund be given excluavely in the form of cooked food” 


The Rev J P Lang proposed and Colonel Hearn acc onded “ that an Dxec utive Commit 
‘tvs be formed conmsting of one member from each District and Workshop Commuttes with 
the President, Dinancial Secretary, and Secretary, to regulate the edmumetiation of the 
Trund and that the following gentlemen compose the Executave

fhubsonptions af first, were very hberal amountsng im ail to Rupees 9875 14 4 and the 
Government grant amounted to Rupees 8 743 108 malong s total of Rupees 18,119 87 
‘Towards the close of the first six months of the famine, however, the Commuttes found 
‘hat subeanphons were commmg m slowly, and that without further Government help 
thay would be compelled to give up their relief operations Thus led to # spacul maot- 
ing of the Genamil Commaties on the 1%ih May, at which the Preadent undertook to 
address Government, and that gentlemen wrote on June Lith that, “The fonde in hand 
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will cover the outlay for the first three weeks in June; roughly speaking, therefore, = 
credit far Rupees 600 for the remainder of June and for Rupess 2,500 for July and sub- 
sequent months until distress abates will suffice.” On the 16th June the Government 
Passed an order that the organieation of this Special Rellef Fund, “ At this oritioal 
time, and the ability and moderation with which it haa been sdministered, reflects the 
highest credit on the Society, through whose benevolent efforts « large number of dis- 
tressed Europeans and Hast Indians in the city has met with such seasonable relict.” 

“ Mr, Thornhill will accept for himself and hia fellow-workere the best thanks of His 
Grace the Governor in Council. * 

* The mum of Rupees 8,600 will be placed at the disposal of the Committee for continu 
ing relief up to the ond of July next.” 

‘Thus the Government paid to the Commities —For June Ra, 600, for July 2,500, for 
August 2,500, for September 2,600, for October 2,500, Total Rs. 10,600. 

‘When the November grant was applied for however, the Government referred the 
Committes to the Central Relief Committes from which very material help was received, 
the allotments from this source amounting to Rupees 86,000. With there large grants the 
Friend-in-Need Society were enabled to extend their reliet operations. Acoordingly it 
was resolved to distribute money doles tothe most needy. It was at the same time found 
that there was a very large number of the more roepectable class of Buropeans and Eure 
sians who, in ordinary times, were able to supply themaelves with the necessaries of life 
and keep above want, had begun to feel the struggle a hard one and which, with 
their limited means, they were totally unable to cope with. The plan adopted by the 
Committes was to divide the whole into three clanses, The int (or lowest) consisted of 
thoue fed nt the Society's depots ; the second of the Bociety’s Pensioners ; and the 8rd (or 
upper) Class of the respectable pernons just alluded to. Those of the Int and nd Classe. 
without families teovived Rupec 1 each » month and those with familes Rs. 1-8 each 
To the 8rd Class tne doles rangeil from Re. 8 to 10 each according to circumstances and 
number in each family, As the year was advancing toaclone prospects brightened and thy 
Committee felt justified in duscontinuing the money allowance to those of the Ist and Sn 
Clases who were foi, cxoopt in the cascs of the Society's Penwoners who received nc 
dinner, and reducing that of the 6rd Clase by onc-fourth. 


‘The next subject which occupied the attention of the Committee was the clothing oi 
the poor who had not the wherewithal to change their tattered and worn-out garments 
even when wet with rain. Tho cold season too was in immedinte prospect, and it becam: 
evident to oven the most casual obrerver that this want must be supplied without delay 
‘The Committee lost no time and applied to tho Central Relief Committee for « grant o! 
Ra. 6,000 which was readily nccedod to. At the close of the year the Sub-Committee 
ronolved that Local Committees would distribute to each adult malo six yards of drill au: 
threo yards long cloth, and to cach adalt female eight yords chintz and three yards long 
cloth, An the Executive Committee had no data as to the sizes of the children they 
gave an avornge all round by treating a boy as two-thirds of » male adnit ond o girl 
half of a fomale adult, The Executive Committee suggested that in order to insure th: 
waaking up of the clothing by the recipients that Local Committors direct , muster on. 
Given day whon ovary adalt and child shall be required to appear in the new clothes sup 
plied, failing in which the defaultor shall forfeit further aid from the Boulety. Several 
Paymasters were busy distributing the clothes on the day after Christmas. 


‘With the improvement in the condition of the soason and in the prices of artisles o 
food, the Committee will discontinue the grant to recipients of the ist and nd claxss: 
except the pensioners who receive no mid-day mesl, and reduced the allowance given te 
shone of the Srdclass by one-fourth. The Sotisty’s Committes has up to thin dane it

‘Towards the ond of the year the war between Rusme and Turkey fluctuated greatly 
On Octobor 19, the fourth and most desperate attack on Plevna was successfully repulsed 
by the Turks, and Osman Pasha covered bis name with undying glory More troops 
were mummaned from Rusts, and by the middle of November the troops of the Czar 
contrrved to cut the communwations of the Turks in the hope of reducing their un 
conquerable foes by the process of starvation In Armema, Mukhtar Pasha defented the 
Grand Duke Mochael on the 8rd, 4th, and 6th of Ootober m a senes of severe combats, 
‘but on the 14th the Bunmans reosived remforcements which enabled them to attack in 
thew turn, and to break the centre of the Turkish poston This wea well earned

On December 11 the prehmmary meetings ct the Conference began st the Busman 
embassy unde: the directton of General Ignatieff as semor Ambassador Hore the first 
and fatal mistake was made, of excluding the Turkish representatives All these Pow- 
ers were partien to treaty which guaranteed the integnity and mdependence of the Otte- 
man Porte, and yet here they were, met m the Ottomin capital, not to deude whether 
‘Turkey was guilty of any crime (thet was taken aa proved) but what amount of compal- 
tion then: mutual yealousies would permit them to place upon the Turlash Government 
Every one of these Powers would have repudiated a similar proeeding m the event of 
gu insurrection, say in Ireland, or Poland, or Hungaay, or Pais, or Alsace, or Naples 
Inthe meantume the Russians were concentratmg an army of 250,000 men in Bessara- 
bia close to the Pruth, and another anny on the Asatic frontier with vast stores of every 
lind The Turlash armaments also were prresed forward with great energy, and rega- 
lar troops and volunteers wore denpatched to the Danube nnd to Arroenia, and the fortresses 
also were armed and provimoned, and the greatcat activity prevailod at the arvenals 
In the madst of all this, the Grand \imer, Mehemed Rushdi Pacha, remgned, and Mid- 
‘hat Pacha was appointed m bis place Madhat Pacha maugurated his secesmon to office 
‘by the production of a Constitution of a mont liberal chirac ter, which wea officially pro-

On the 27th Fobruary, Servi made her perce with Turkey, bub the extravagant 
demanda of Montenegro were not urctded to A few days before this, Midhat Pasha bad 
been bamished by the Sultan and this unwise proceedimg was made the occasion for pre 
senting a final protocol to Timkey The definitive refusal to men this demand was 
followed by declaration of war on the part of Rusma In the meentme the 
first Torksh Payliement was opened by the Sultan in person, on March 19, with 
Beconung state He made o brilhant speech im favour of justice, respect for the 
Inw, nnd good admumuatration He promused thst the new Constitution should be protect. 
ed, and that electoral, provincial, commernal, mess, judal, and budget laws should 
forthwith be submitted to the conmderation of the Assembly, ell which was honestly 
performed ; and the Parliament set to work with much business-like tact, to the general 
sarprise of Europe, no less than 18 subjects beng diecussed and 680 petiizons reomved 
‘The session closed on June 28 

War having been declared on April 24, the Russians, estamated at 980,000 men, under 
the command of the Grand Duke Nicholas, the second brother of the Emperor, imme- 
dzately crossed the Prath, whue the Roumanian army retired towards Bucharest The 
‘Caer left St Petersburg for Kascheneff, the head-quarters of the Besssrabian army, on 
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Apr 90 ‘The Turks m the meantime had placed five wronclad vessels in the Danube to 
hinder the crossmg of the river and to destroy the enemy's bridges , but the river was 50 
minoh flooded that the attampt to cross had to be delayed In the last week of May the 
Ronmamans declared their independence and war against Turkey They attempted to 
cross the Danube on July 4, but were repuleed At length, on the ist of June, thr 
Danube was crossed at Galats, Tbrals, and Hirsove, and on the 98th et Suonitea where 
Rethf Pastis refused to oppose the Rusman eovaments ‘The town of Nicopolis was 
destroyed by bombardment on the@8th ‘The Grar and ine Czarewich crossed the Damubo 
on the following day The first battle in Bulgaria took pl ce on Jane 80 im the Ruswan 
attack on Biela, whach wes repulsed On July 9 they msde another attack wath the 
same result, they therefore retsred from Bisla and marched southward to ‘Tirnova, which 
they took, and there estabhuhed the Provimonsl Government of Bulgaria, under Prince 
Toherkasala ‘The Turks thereupon evacuated Bicls on the 8th and Sth of July, falling 
beck on Rastchul, and the Russians msde their head quarlers there and occupied Plevna 
and Selmi On July 14 the Muscovites, 20 000 strong, unde: General Gourko, crossed the

replaced by Mehwmed Ab, o Prussian, who infused new energy into the Turkish 
forces, whose losses up to this pomt had been mamly caused by the mcompetency or 
anaction of Abdul Kenrm Near the muddle of July, Ouman Tachi, commanding the 
army of the Vid, who had beou orilered to reheve Nicopohs, but found huneelf too late for 
that operation, took up his position at Plevna, whuyh the Rusmans hadevacuated He 
there entrenched himself, and was attacked by the Russians on July 20 He repuleed

most determined manner, capturiug each of their positions in succeanon ‘This struggle, 
which attamed Homeric proportions, was contmued without intermusmon for twelve

power atany moment by virtue of these very Resolutions if passed, and who felt the 
gravity of the occasion, so Mr Gladstone wes received in perfect wilen Under 
these caroumstances Mr Gladstone felt it necessary to modify his programme, by 
wopping three of the five Resolutions and altering the tenor of one of the remam- 
ing two. This change of tactics took the House by surprise, and gave rise to = 
wlent controversy which lested two hours, es to whether Mr Gladstone should be 
allowed to address the house at all On obtaining leave to proceed, he made a very 
doquent speech, but, cunously enough, the mort telling points in it were m support 
of those very reacluhons which he had ostennbly dropped, namely, thosn whose efforts 
would Have been to yoke England to the car of Rassiaim her advance against Turkey.

‘without opposition 

‘Mr Gladstone delivered a lecture on Nov 23 at Hawarden upon Mr Farbe's article 20 
the Neneeenth Century upon “ Ruswans, Turks, and Bulgarians” 

‘Mr Gladstone strongly condemned the conduct of the Turkish Government, which, he 
sad, waa wiparaleled for wickedness sn the whole history of the world The Government 
tteelf was » combination of fraud, falsehood, and robbery , and systematic lying sed 
systermaho slander were the mstrumente by which 1 carried on its duly work, In 
proof, he cated an absurd account of himself which has appeared in « Tarksh newspaper, 
and m which he 1s represented as the zon ofa Bulgerman pig-dealer. As © spactman of 
‘Turkosh character and manners he cited, without vouchmng for its truth, « story snvolvng 
‘a charge against Madhat Pasha of sssasamahon and treachery The story was to the effect 
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{ant asassains were onos hired to kill Midhs fer 65,009 plastres, but they warn Apbectell 
in time, and Midhat offered them 50,000 pisstres to kill his enemy. They tack the bribe, 
end half of 4+ was paid beforehand; but when they came back to claim the other half 
‘Midhat denounced them as murderezs, and had them executed. Ne notice, Mr. Gigd- 
stone observed, tins been taken of this story. “ But it will now go forth to the world,” 
and “ perhaps they might hear eomething more about i” 

Mr, Gladstone paid a high compliment to Mr. Forbes as an observer of facts and a faith- 
ta] recorder of his observations, but insisted strongly that we must distinguish between 
what Mr, Forbe’s actually saw and his inferences from what he saw or was told. Adzmit- 
ting the truth of Mr. Forbe's description of the prospertly of the Bulgarians, he painted 
out that their lives and property were at thn absolute will of the Ctovernment, whose 
crnelty was only limited by regard for the raising of the taxes and tho necessary cultiva- 
don of the land. Mr. Gladstone, towards tho conclusion of his address, referred to the 
conduct of the English Government regarding the war. Tho Prime Minister's condi- 
tonal neutrality, he said, must be met by conditional quietude ou the part of the people, 
But we have got to watch a large portion of his pross and of hia friends who are labouring 
hand to drive the nation into war on the side of tyranny anid wrong. If yielding to this 
pressure, the Governmen? desists from noutrality, we too, I think and hope, shell desist 
from quietude, and aball take care not to be responsible for national disgrace and crime. 
‘Wo shall show fight like Englishmen. The uation wall deride. Thore is a atrong foel- 
ing in the country, in which I share to a certain ovtent, that it will be # misfortune if 
Russia abould acquire an exclusive or dominating influence in tho Sclav provinces, With 
others I Lave laboured to the best of my ability to preveut this minchief. But those who 
call themselves friends of the Turk have done all in their puwer to bring it about, I fear 
they are aa blind as moles, but they do uot share this fear, and believe they have bean 
very wise, each and all, like what they call practical men, pursuing their own interests, 
‘The Jowa, the leaders of the Greeks subject lo the Porte, have for the most part been 
strangely hostile to the Sclavs in thin day of need, The Poles, who bad the greatest 
exouse for viclence, have sown the greatest modoration. The Mugyars of Hungary, who 
have least excuse of all, snd who themvelves appealod to all tho Liberal sympathies of 
‘Buurope to establish their own freedom, have been conspicuous beyond all others in their 
effects to prolong the slavery of the Sclava uf Tukey. They have, I suppose, heen pro- 
moting “ Magyar interesta”—which, no doubt, are all the world to them. Russia, and 
Runsia only, has held out the hand of belp, at an enormous cost of life and treasure, to 
the unhappy Christians of the Turkish Empire, Who oan be surprised if they aball re- 
gard her as their only friend ? 

Astory is ciroulating to the affect that Midhat Pacha has telegraphed giving instruo- 
tions that criminal proceedings be at once instituted against Mr. Gladatone for hin recent 
statements at Hawarden regarding bim. No doubt plenty of funds would be forthcoming 
for wach » purpose, if Midhat would like to go into the witnens-box.

‘Bast is confizmed. The Standard of to-day states that the Ministry will then propose that 
dhe British army be increased. Other Conservativo Journals, in discussing the sittation, 
say thad it is not the Russian victories over the Turks, bat Austrian and Germsn sup- 
pert of Base which ia tho reai danger to British interests.

As considorable misapprohcusion exists in regard to the limitations of pensions of Un. 
vovenantod Servanis, both under the old and new Rules, the Governor General in Council 
in pleased to insus tho following Kerolation :— 

Rusouvrion.—Up to 1855 the pensions admissible under the Unoovenanted Service 
Pension Hules were not formally Lunited withia ay inaxivatim amount. 

2 On 19th) May 1855 tho Government of Indiu published a Despatch of the Conrt of 
Directors which limited ponnions for Uncovenanted Servants, eppointod after that day, 
to £500 m year it their pry excaedod Rx. 1000 a month, or to £400 a yeur if their pay rangod 
from lte. 700 to Hy, 1,000's month. Thiy limitation applied alike to the ono-third pay 
pansion and to the half-pay pension, 

8. In 1868, with roforence to the increasing numbor of well-paid appointments which were 
boing thrown open to the Uncovenanted Borvive, the ‘Government af Bombay recommend: 
od that tho class who in the opinion of that Goverument were exempt from the foregoing 
limitation, viz., those Uncovenanted Servanta who had been appointed to tha Govern- 
ment service before 19th May 1656 should, on promotion to an uppointment the salary 
of which in Hs. 10,000 per annum, be ‘upon to renounce formully any claim to pen- 
sion beyond the sum af £500 por anuum. 

4, The Government of India agreed with the Government of Bombay as to tho propriety 
of the limitation, but demurred to the proposal for exacting 2 formal Zenuneintion of ttle 
to 2 pension £600 a yonr from those silmitted into the service hefore 19th May 
1656, who might be offered promotion to a salary amounting to or exceeding Re. 10,000 & 
year. Hesitation was folt on the following grounds, riz ;—

8. Bub if this be done, it may be right, having regard to tho exprciations which must 
natarally have been ureated by the order ot 1856, to allow the ful] wivantage of the Rules 
of 1831 with respect to all appointmenta made wp to the present time,t and held by officors 
who entered the public service before 1833. ‘Thus, such un officer, alreedy holding an 
Tppolntuient of lia, 1,800 « month, will, on supermubation after Mor 80 years’ acvvices 
accerding to the class of appaintment, be able to cluom a pension of £000 a year; but he 
seill not, if hereafter promoted to higher oioluments, be able ta clurm a still larger pension 
calculated on those higher emoluments.” 

7. This roference was submitted to the of State quite apart from @ memorial 
from Uncovenanted Servunts priying for ine nsionary advantages. The Secre- 
tary of Slato, however, adswored the refareuco and tite ancmorial in the namo Depateh.

‘The Conservancy Establishment for the planting and preservation of Forests in South 
Canare, Coimbatore, Malabar, Sslom, Madurs, Tinnevelly, Cuddapah, Kurnool, Bellary, 
Nilgiris, Wynaad, North Arcot, South Arcot, Ganjam and Visagapstam Districts are 
now formed into one Department, for ane entire Presidency. An extensive Teak Planta- 
tion exists on the banks of the Nelambur River in Malabar. Periodical sales of Timber 
by auction take place on sccount of Government, Means have been taken to atop the 
destruction of Forests by fire and stray cattle. Nurscries have also been established.

Tnereased payment in one sum are required from Persona joining the Widows’ Branch 
after the age of 40, and no person can he achnitted or transferred to n higher class after the 
age of G6 years; delay in joining after peing admitted hy the Committee neccanitates a 
freah medical certificate being submitted, Subycriptions in the Children’s Branch com- 
monce from the date of application to subscribe for the child, and continue until the at 
which pensions terminate, Transfore from a jower to a bigher class are permitted (on 
production of the prescribed medical certificate) on Payment in one aum of differenes 
of donation and of subscription according torgo. Subscribers to tho Children’s Branch 
must also belong to tho Widow's Branch.

The first ax 
monthu of residence will, as a rule, be devoted by pupils to the study and practice of Sick 
Nursing, and the remaindor of the time io the study and practice of Midwifery, 


Ti. Candidates should, if married or widows, be not lesa than 90or more than 85 years 
of age, and if single, not under 25 years uf age. 


TIL Candidates must apply for admission to the Superintendent ot the Lying-in-Hon- 
Pital on Wednesdays or Fridays, or if by letter, informatian must be given on the follow-

Mare than three errors will be held to disqualify n candidate for three months, but at 
the end of that time she may again be examined. 


‘VI. Tho examination of candidates at Madras will be conducted at the Lying-in-Hos- 
Pital, and at up-couniry stations, by the Senior Medical Officer, In the Intter case the 
dictation paper, with report on the othar subjects of examination, em her appearance and 
intelligence, and on the probability of her being able to qualify as a Midwife, will be sent 
40 the Buperintendent of the Lying-in-Hospital for registration. 


‘VI. A Candidate cannot be entertained as a Midwifery pupil while pregnant or suck- 
ing, but her name may be registered for admission to the class atafuture time. No child

‘Nurse-pupils, and disbume their stipend to them monthly. 

9. Acertain number are stipended, but othors aro ’admitted on their own resources.

IV. Period of Pupilage. 


1. The residence of Midwifery Nuree-pupils in hospitals must not be less than six nor

8. A Midwifery Nurse-pupil, retained by her Examining Committee for the extended 
period of three months’ tuition, beyond the usual term of six months, will be allowed no 
poy from expiration of her sixth month. 


3, Any Midwifery Nurse-pupil, not likely to qualify as nurse, may be discharged at 
any period of ker pupilege after the first month.

MADRAS LIGHT HOUSE.

CHAPLAINS’ VISITS TO OUT-STATIONS. 


Extracts from Court's Despateh, 12th April 1842. 


“ Scetion 97 of the Regulations reapeeting lenve of absence and deputation and travel- 
ling allowances which wu have recently approved, you will finda Rule on the subject of 
travelling nllowances on joiniug « station, and when any chungo takeu place except ut the 
denire of the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain, 

8. Hut to avoid incouvenience and guard against the ponsibility of misunderstanding, 
Wo fliink it dosirable tht for overy cintle of stations, tha Lord Top hl be request. 
ed to frame a plan determining the periods at which each be viaited by the 
Chaptain or Assistant Chaplain officiating in such circle, which plan being approved 
Government sluil continue in force till varied by the aime authority. Aw minute 
information will be neoossury to the succrestal formetio: ch plan, we oan only offer 
afew auguestions on the subject. The frequency of Keclesisatical visita should be govarn- 
ed ina groat degree by tho extent of the Chrivtien population of the place to be visited. 
A place may contain uot more thau three or four members of the Kugliah Church, and 
though it might not be right to exclude thoso few persons frum the bonefit of Chrintian 
ordiumnces, it ia obvious that in the present tute of our Koclesiastical Hetablishment such 
a place could not be vistted frequently without iujnry to others of greater importance. An 
sauual visitanightin soue onnes bo all that could reasonably be afforded ; while to others, 
Vinita twice, three or four times a year, might be expedient ; and to others again, which 
aight be more populous, it might bo desirable that visite should be made once in six 
‘woeks, ur once # month. 

4, Whena circle of Btations may, from the defleioncy of our Fatablihment, or any 
other ceuso, be left without « resident Clergyznan, we ure of opinion that the Cha} 4 
Assistant Chaplain of a neighbouring district should, as deuired by the Lord Bishop, bo 
appointed to visit the Station Uius deprived of clerical services. In sueh cases the most 
canvoniont course will be for the Lord Bishop to bring the subject to the notice of Go- 
yernment, and submit a plan of visitation. Such wing approved, the Chaplain or 
Assistant Chaplain who can movt conveniently discharge the roquired duty, uhowd be 
specially appointed thereto, and ‘be entitled to draw travelling allowances 
in conformity with, the provisions of the plan, and in gecordance with our cial De- 

‘patch of the 80th October 1680. 

6. Wo should lamoné that the practice of visiting Stations at which no Olergyman is 
petmamently resident should he discontinued, and st would be unjust to wabjoct the Clorgy 
to the expenso attendant to such visite, Under these impressions we deena it propor

RULES RELATING TO BURIAL GROUNDS FOR THE DIOCESE 
OF MADRAS. 


Fort Sr. Gzorax, 29h October, 1866. 


I, The Chaplain of the Station shall Lave the rare of the General Cemetery. It shall 
be hia duty to apply to the proper Officer, when the walls want repairing ; to seo that 
weeds, graay, or juugle be clearcd away, nnd the remainy of dilapidated tombs be removed, 
that the Cemetery be kept in propor order, 

Iu the absence of the Chaplain, the Lay Trustees shall lave the care of the Cematory. 
N. B.—These Reales upply in placey where thero is nu Chaplain, to Ministers of the 
Additional Clergy Society, und to any other Clergymen who are appointed to the cbarge 
of English Congrogations, aud are in reccipt of part of their aalary from Government, 
| _IL. The Scxton or Lancar in charge of the Cemetery, nball he borne on tho Church 
| Eatwblishment, and shall le paid by Goverment through the Chaplams, with whom the 
| Bppointment and dimmuvsal of this servant whall rout. 
IIL, In every station, a portion of the Cemetery shall be set apart for the mre of mem- 
| bers of the Roman Cutholic congregation. _ For the une of any body or bodion of Christians 
ut such station, not being members of the Church of Buglaud, nor of the Church of Rome, 
unother portion uf the Cometery slull be approprinted, nhould they demre it, for the role 
aso of wach congregation, oF fur the joint nee of such congregations. ‘Tho Pertions thus 
Se epirt shull not iw feeed or walted off, but samply divided by a pathway, from the rest 
of the Cemetery, and thull he added to, or from, the existing Cemetery accord- 
ing ab yuch Cemetery has, or has not, boon connecrateil uccording to the rites of the Church: 
of Wngland. The whole Cemotery thus divided vball be surrounded by a wall, and shall 
have hutone gute of entrance. The entire Cemetery rhall be under the care of the Clap- 
Jain, for the purponoa mpceiied in Rule I. ‘The Key shull be kept by the Sexion or Laacar 





neting under the Chaplain’s darcetions, xo that eeress to the ground may be bad by 
those having a night thereto, ensily und without delay, 

IV. The Chapluin shall provide that one or more graves be kept ready for cases of 
undden omergency : such gravoe shall bo cuvored with planks or boards. No gruve sball 
bo lesa thun six feet deep. 

‘V. A senle of charges for ordiniry masonry-graves, henilstoncs, and tombs, to bo sub- 
mitted by the Un at euch rintion, and approved by the Chaplain and District 
Wnginocr, shall be affixed to the Cemetery gate, or to the wall of the Church Porch, ot 
exhibited’ in some other suitable place. 

‘VI. Tnecriptions intended for monuments to be placed in that portion of the Cemetery 
devoled to the Church of England, and for tablets to bo placod in Churches hall be sub- 
mitted to the Ohaplain for approval ; if nut wach inscriptions shall not be allow- 
eid to be engraved on such monuments or tablet. But any purty consulering kimpelf g- 
grieved by the Chaplain's decisions, may appeal to the Bishop. 

VIL. Stone or brick monuments shall nut be placed over auy but masonry graves: such 
monuments, unloas built over ‘work, are liable to fall In during the rains. Brick 
Monuments are to be discouraged, us they econ fall into decay in thiv climate. 

‘VII. The dimensions of no monuments shall bo allowod to exceeil nine feet sn length, 
and fonr and » half feet in width. In special eases, where more space is desired, a feo onl- 
gulated at the rate of Hupoas 8 for ovary square foot, shall he charged by the Chaplain: 
‘The sum collected shall be placed to the credit of the Fund for improving the Burial 
Ground, and repairing the monuments in it and the Church. 

TX ‘The Cheplein shall communicate with the friends of the deceased whon « monn: 

‘requires repair. Should s monument fall into a ruined condition, and no 
| Willing fo undertake ils restorstion, the rained monument shall be mada level with the 
ground, and any slab it may have contained shall be placed over the grave. 
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XK. Every reasonable effort shall be gate vrs the Chaplain, be t only, to keep the Ceme- 
tery in decent order, but to preserve the sacred associations af the by snagesting 
propriate desigan for monuments, end by planting the ground with suitable tress 
money PEP teined by the sale of the grass, and the fees abovementioned, shall be sid on ort 
in the improvement of the Cemetary. 


XL Tho Cemetery shall be inspected once » year by the Chaplain, in comy 
sna Hizecetive Hgineer and a rest oiede. tothe arehdoucon pu reporin shall be 70" 
corded in the Ecclesiastical Record Book of the station, and also in the ngineer’s Office. 


XI. The Collector, or one of his Assistants, shall annually, or as oopasion may require, 
visit all Cemotorien in his District, an well as those disused as those still in ure, and shall 
make suggestions to the Clergymen or Lay Trustees in cberge, and, if nocossary, shall 
make a report to the Government or Archdeacon, the condition of such 
Cemeteries.” 


XM. Officers Commanding cr Detwchments shall cause s report to be 
made to the nosrest Civil Oifforr of graves dag for Comminsioned Officers, fm-Com- 

ed Offfoora and Soldiers dying on the line of march, in order that measures may 
be taken for the effectual protection and preservation of such graves. 


XIV. At stations where there is no Chaplain or other Clergyman in the pay of Go- 
vernment, the Lay Trustees will perform all the duties asrigned to the Chaplain by these 
rales, ‘with the exception of the approval of the inscriptions, which are to be foi to 

the Chaplain of the station or, during a vacancy, to the Archdeacon ; such inscriptions 
shall not be engraved till the sanction of the Chaplain or Archdeacon is obtained. The 
Lay ‘Trateoes in stations where there is no Chaplain, uhall place tho key of thie Cemetery st 
the dinposal of the visiting Chaplain, on the oconsion of that Muiater's poriodical visi 
to his out-stations. In the absence of 9 Clargymun ot the Church of England, one so ibe

Ai Civil stations, or Joint Civil and Militury atutions, the Senior Civil Servant 
shoakl be appointed a Trustee, provided thut he is s communicaat of the Church of Bng- 
Hand, and haa no objection to bolt the office. At Military stations the Officer Command. 

ing the Cantonment or Gurrigon under the same provisos, When these Officers are wo- 
willing to hold the office the officer yext in seniority (Civil or Military es the case may be}, 
if qualified as above, ehould be nominatod.

XT All ordinary repairs to Eorleaiastical buildings in the provineos, the, cost ot 
which does not exceed Hupees 60, are offected, and all trifling artiolés within the 
some limit are supplied on the direct application of the Church Committee in the pro- 
Yinces by the District Tixecutive Engineer, and at the Presidency hy the Barrack Msater. 
Contingent charges for the supply of matting, blinds, and other urtiales of a similar kind 
necessary for ach Cheplainey: nat ing 60 Rapees per annum, will be entered in a 
Contingent Bill, which abould be submitted for the approval of the Archdeacon.

T. That the Rariat Ground be designated “Purrewalkum General Cemetery ;” this 
deniguation being inscribed in large letters over the entrince; and that the right of in- 
ferment Lelongs to al] Chrivtians net Members of the Chureh of england, 

TI. That the management of tho “ Pursewalkum Cencral Cemetery" be confined fo 0 
Committee, selected from the Ministers Inbouriug in Madras, thovw at present boing cou- 
nected with tho London Mission, American Mission, Wesleyan Minsiou, the Generul An- 
acwbly's Mission, the Free Church Mixsion and ihe Baptist Mirnion, and such other 
Missionarica and other lay perrous ax nity hereafter be deemed hy Guvernment entitled 
tw taho part im the management. 

TM, That the Commuttee koep the Burin] Ground in order (froe freon all rank vegeta- 
tion ; the trees and uhrubs in it being neutly lopped) from the foes reallzott, making over 
to Government annually any sums that may accrue after tho payment of all expenrcn on 
thiy nerount, and rendering for the name period xn account of receipty and dinbursements 
to the Military Board for wubminsion to Government, and for publication in tho Officin) 
Gazette, 

IV, That the Committee nominate their own Seerctary und fill up vacancies, both 
being subject to the approval of the Militury oard under the authority of Government, 

V. ‘That ail applications for perinbsnion to inter must be in writing to the Secerotury 
to the Committee of Management, with prrticulars of tle uame of the deveaued, dato and 
cause of death, age, lute profession or employment. 

VI. That all applications for the intennent of children shell, besides containing the 
name of the child, slo contain the name of the parunts, their profension, de, wud the 
Committee will register all Burinls according to the entublished form, submitting the sane 
qnarterly tu the Military Board. 

VIL. That the Comite to som the mauegement of the Burial Ground is entenst- 
ed, be careful to huvo graves ao arranged, that there nla] be no waute Apace. 

‘YVITT. That the change for monuments be as follows :— 

A first clasw mouument, with ground not excoeding 10 feet by 6. 
A wecond class monument, with ground nut excoeding 7 feot by 84. 
A head-stone sionument. 

The charge to Native Christians wishing to erect » monument, to be reduced 40 one- 
half of the above amounts. 

IX. The charge for monumonts will bo appropriated by the Committee, in liquida- 
tion of the expenses incurred in keeping the ground, walls and gate,and the balance 
made over to Government, as proposed in Rule LIZ.

Previous to the erection of tho Church, the Armenian Community performed Divine 
Service in a temporary place built of timber (on the North of Monument Esplanade, 
opposite Fort Bt. Goorge), by the late Honorable East India Company, who also paid for 
the suppott of the Priest (60) £60 annually for 7 yoars, agreeably to o Treuty cutered into 
by the said Company with the Armenian nation, dated London, tho 28nd day af Juue, 
A. D. 1688, and in the fourth year of the reign of King James the Second. The present 
Church was built by the Armenian Community at their own exponse in the year 1719, 
and alterations and additions made to it by them from time to time, In the year 1658, 
the British Government was pleased to grant the sum of Rupees five thousand (6,000) 
from the late Lottery Iunds, for the repairs of the Church, out of which Funds the Com- 
munity was enabled to erect a substantial and extensive verandah, 148 feet in length by 
10 in breadth, on the east side of it, Government was further pleased to grant a donation 
of Rapees (2,000) two thousand from Dr. Woolley’s Eutato to the Church in the year 1689,

SCHOLARSHIP RULES, 

The Committee of the Doveton Protestant College with the view of encouraging and 
aiding stwlonts to prepare for and to join the degree of Ruchelor of Aris in the University 
of Madras, rosolvo to confer scholaraliips on pupils who have paated the entrance exari- 
nation of the University and who shall promise to pu1.uo their studies for four years there- 
after in the Doveton College. 

‘Tho following are the Rulos, in socordance with which the scholarships shall be given 
and held. 
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__1. That four ncholarships ehall be given each yerr tothe nturlonta who are common. 
ing their collegiate comze, und that euch of these scholarships shell be teuxble for four 
years under ihe ralew hereinafler laid down. 

2. ‘Tut two of tho scholarships shall he given te Chrixtinan pupilk who have matriculat. 
ed from the Doveton Institution according to the order in which they may have pnesed 
the Univornity Matriculation Exumination provided they also uttain to a certain fixed 
standard in scriptural knowledge, aud produce nutiviactory evidence of moral character. 

3. That two remuining scholarships aliall he piven to Christian pupils coming from 
other Tnstitntions on the aumo termx, provided such pupils hold husher places at the 
University Matriculation xamiuatioa thau Doveton strdents ¢ cluding thone holding 
scholarships, 

4. That the Scholarships shall be Rupec 10 each per monerin during the first and 
gevond yeara of the College course, and Rs. 20or 15 permen +s durmg ihe third and 
fourth yenrs of tho nuid conme according as the holder hhall be lured m the Furst or Second 
Clune at the First Exatiinution in Arts, 

5, That ubonld the bolder of « xchelnrship fail to pass the First Keer 
tho end of his vecond year, the xchularship eld by hit sitll lupe ; should such holder 
of a scholarship, however, pasu the (fire Hxaniination i Arts frem'the Doveton College 
in a subsequent yenr, the Committee may at their dimretion yeant hun a meholarship 
during the third and fourth yer of hix coume, 

6. That unauthoriced ubence, covtinued absence for three mouths from whatever 
caune or misconduct shall myolye forfeiture of scholarship, and thet holarsbsp (ius 
forfeited hull he availuble for ather ntudents in the mune your uf the conre accen ding to 
the principles laid down in thene Ruder, 

7, That scholarships not conferred by the Doveton Protestant College shull he held on 
such conditions av nay be preseribod by their fonulers, subject, however, to the povi- 
aio Weid down in thene Rates. 

8 ‘That the scholurships shall ccave or be liable to diminntion, if the stale of the 
fanile render snch a courve necetary, und that these Rules ioay be altered by the Com- 
mittee on wufficient gromds, 

9. That the Committee reserves to iteelf the right of withholding ane oF more of the 
scholarmbsijy if at doom fit.

of his nativo land might perhaps Le re-produccd with advantage within reach of Black 
Town, Tho monotony of Indian life, and the luck of rympithy botween the elassex of 
Indian soviety, may bo regarded ar the causes why such av idea, if suggented, wae nover 
carried into execution, While the “upper ten thousand " could have their drive along 
tho Reach and round the Island, it mattered littlo to thein thut the “ maxwen” (unfriendly 
phraxe) who could not drive, or were to bo utimulated to recreation, had uo plaes eonve- 
arient for henith, exercise and amunewont. 

‘But then Sir Charles Trevelyan was a man not given to rontine; und somewhat wide 
in bis sympathy. So the iden of the people's want suggesting itwelf to him and he having 
the power us well as Ave will the people got thelr Park. ‘Thoumnds who kuow nothing 
of be step that cost him a Governorship, will hold his name in memory by the People’n 

ari 

But when Sir Charles was re-culled, the scheme was in a most clementary state. Tho 

lan was on puper; but never adopted. Little eine was done, and little else would have 
Been dono if the inheritors of Sir Charles irovelyuo's dignity had not, also inherited hin 
Bymputhy with the peuple. We owe it to the various gentlomen who have been entrunt- 
ed with the execution of the scheme, thut the “ plan” wus uot thrown into the official 
‘wante papsr basket, und the idea, recorded as one of Sir Charles’ siniablo follies. I¢ is in 
unison with Sir William Denison’s cater, previous to his arrival in thie country that he 
should have shown a hearty approval of an undertaking so intimately connected with the 
health and pleasure of the middle class population. 

‘There can be no doubt that the Park has heen a success. Any one may eonvines him- 
relf of that by a vinit morning or evening. The place has alroudy fixed ite chataoter an a 
Popolar rexort, and it ia certuin that it will bo so ia much greater e when the 
Ritractious of the ground are fally developed, It in plensing to nee that tho native popu. 
lation eppreciaty me Pleagate provided for them, snd when tha steriness of avetal tile 
emongs is ‘od, Wo may expect to scé uot euly tho Ramasawmies, but the 
Lutchmies of Black Town taking their case in the fretted shade of well-grown trees. 
ie byte must suspend any further remarks, and ley before our readers a brief deserip- 

ion of the Park. 
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_ Tho gate adjacent to the Hospital Bridge in the main entrance. ‘The trees aro planted 
in avenues and groups. Twelve lakes of various dimensions and shades aro completed ; 
gna various other things have been achleved : but we cannot do beter than. print the 
following description brief) of the park, kindly furnished by the Superintendent, 
which will convey a clear idea of the Park. 

In the North-west anglo of the Park is a Serpentine lake with two large maiveil islands 
one at onch nid. Quo of these in 30 foct shove the water, und in well enleulated for a 
lnrge basin, from which the casendes might hereafter be nrule ta full over the sides. ‘Tie 
second or Virtoria lake, with a contrul island, is sitanted almost midway between the 
band-stand and the norlhern eud of the Park. ‘The ivland 1s appronched by onv bridge 
of ornameutal design, maoumuring 200%4} feet. ‘The third ise small Ieke on the west side, 
elliptical in ahapo, nud coutains drinking water for cattle, ‘The fourth iv x small 
lake clons to the Aviary. Tho fifth similar one. The siath isa semi-lunar Inke nent 
the baud-stand, with x gravel walk uroud it, The neventh wa medium Inke, between 
the baud-stand’ and tho Superintendent's house. The cighth j« an irregularly shnpod 
luke, with mn coutral island and two mall mistic bridges on curh side of the main mad, 
and trees of various norts bave been planted. ‘Tha ainth inn large luke on the wont aide 
of the main road, The touth is a nedium Jako west of the lant-meutioned, The eleventh 
is @ wnedium Inke, with w central island xb the sonth ond. 

There are two masonry busius, ono elliptical, measuring 170 fect X 73 fect, und 45 ft. 
in depth, formed of solid mavoury with brickon-edged foindition aud central fountein ; 
the latter, of ornumental design, gulvanized. ‘This hai ily been surrounded, by 
an iron fence aud converted iuto 4 Public bath, the flour of one-half of if hus beeu rafaed 
no un to give a depth of nhout 4 feet ailapted for the uny of boyx—the other half hng att un 
form dopth of 6 to 6 fect. It is supplied with ted Hally lake-wator from the public main 
rond, and good drewing rooms have been built round it for the bathers, ‘Sho roads of 
the Park, embracing 64 mules, are complete.

selvor, ‘The Napier Park ix such a memorinl. Its very position ix mont fitting, _ Stand. 
ing midway between Government House aud one of the most squalid quarters of Mah 
itsbeneficent iufluence with rest upon both, Tim tite nd been for scores of yeni» a pestife 
ous awamp, covered for snonthx ist ouch your by salt aud utaguant water, the overflow of 
the filthy Cooun, Within war a wretched parvherry, notorious for itn linbility to epido- 

anic diveuse, that »preud from thouce throughout the city. ‘To partially remedy the evil, 
the Municipality made it a depot for wtrost uweepinge, 0 that in time its level might be 
raised paffiviently to enwure ita buing free from wuter. This while amending oue avil 
erented anothor—placing on the hordors of a deure population maxes of putrexcent rautter 
that could not but be very iujurious to both the water and uir of the locality. This grew. 
to be wuch wu evil that the Nunitary Commissionsr at last put » stop to the disrharge of 
sweepingy on the land, 1 wan, However, itnpossible to build on such a spot und the 
whale a useless * dismal wwanp.” 

‘At prenont all ix changed. Tho level haw boon raised by material dug from ornamental 
tanks. Trees of ubefal anil beautiful hinds havo been planted, and are marily. rowing to 
their full height, Roudsand side-paths have been laid out, and in the midat « ‘find atand: 

Parks aro things of alow growth, and. it must be years beforo 
this can be wurthy of the name its bears, but it is hoped that before Lord Napier leaves our 
shore, the whole of the urea will berendy for the ic—s boon that cannot but groatly 
influence fur good the whole population of Chint Puttah und Nurvingapooram. 

‘The Purk contains uu Aron of ubont 18 cawnies. A grout pirt of this wax formerly the 
property of Gaverament, bub wax generourly given to the town on condition that the 

unicipality purr haved the runt fruut the native owners. For thix purpose the Munici- 
pality lms expended several thouwid rupees. and the total cost previous to the public 
opening will net be less than swomty thousand Rapees, The river-fice of tho Park has 
ultendy wen protect by a sitpla clerunt fence putmyen und Interite, while n new rond 
divides the northern ride from Chintudrepetiah. ‘I'he dexign and Inying out the park are 
the work of Mr. Standinb Lee, the Municipal Engineer, who deserves grout ercdit not only 
for this but also for the economien! but yet effectual manner in which the whole work has 
boon performed. 

Asa last gift, Lord Napier has provided the wholo of the funds required for erecting on 
the went side of the Park a hundsume building for a girls’ school in the Indian fashion.

Tho Moxzoun Cxourruy is nn Institution which affords shelter, food and miment to 
the Native poor, lame, halt and blind of Madras, without reference to caste. it wns 
founded in the year 1808, and why namod ns above cermot uow be ascertaines. The 
Iustitution in supported by public coutributions aided largely by the Gavernment. ‘The 
manngomont ix placed under the supervision of a Committee uelocted annually by Covorn- 
ment, from aniongnt the Iburepoun und Native gentlemen of Madras, 

In ita erly days, large contributions were made by Lord Willinm Rentinck, Colonel 
Marting, Mr. D'Montw and Vollium Arnncbeliam Chetty. ‘The nature of the Inutitution 
having been explained to Hu Liglmess the Nabob of the Carnatic, he munificontly agrood 
to subscribe 300 Pugodas a year, which sum is still coutinacd, 

In 1968, Sir Stafford Northcote kindly remitted a snm of money (hrongh Loni Napier 
tw bo distributed amongyt the Charitablo Lustiintions at Medrud, fix Lordehip kindly 
sent tho uum of 1,000 Bupees to the Dircetura. Two wards, Male und Henale, have been 
furninbed with bodding for #5 Paticuts, and ure eallod “ Nowrucotn Suactean axp 
Mopican Waxne.” 

‘Tho Inte Doctor Wy Hie, cata of the Madras Medical Entabliuhmeut, bequeathed the 
sam of 18,095 Rupees fur tho pour of this Institution. 

Lord Napior bax hindly furuinhed bedding for Li Patients, whic: is ealied the “Niner 
Warp.” His Lordship, with the late Honoreble Rt, Vir, has alvo undertiken liberally 
to haild a School-roam which is uow completed to oducato the Voundlings, ihe children 
of the Puupors ia the Institution, and the pootor children in and about the usighbour- 
hood, 

‘The Houormblo Gajaputhi Rau has kindly contributed 1,090 Rupees, which was applied 
for furnishing a Ward for 6 Patiouts, and which Ward hes been designated ax that of the 
family of “ Stave Gopavs.” This contribution is in sddition to 400 Bupues annually 
granted by this charitable Native gentleman, 

‘The Maharajah of Vizinnagram las also Intely very liberally pluced the sum of 10,000 
Biupeos at the disposal of the Directors for tho erection of a Ward, fer Red-ridden Puupers. 
Tho Werd is now completed and will contain about 20 Beds and douignated after the 
name of the Mabarajuh, 

‘The Zemindar of Kelahustry very kindly sont a donation of 2,000 Rupees aftor visiting 
the Institution, as indicative of his antistaotion and good-will towards the eharity. 

‘The new buildings in the Choultry ure now completed, vis., 8 blocks ; 9 blookn pre to 
contain 25 Paupers ench, und the other 80 Paupers. The improvements are now complete. 
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‘The Choultry is undergoing great improvements, Tho old Alms Honse has been pulled 
down, and three new buildings in xeparate blocks have been completed. 

The block to acrommodate 95 Paupera is already finished. Tho Native Infirmary 
attached to the Choultry hn alao undergone grout improvements, Several of the old 
Duildings were removed, and threa uew blocks hava beon ererted, ‘Two other blocks 
lava been built by Governmeut on the north-wert of the Infirmary, for tho reception and 
treutmeut of contagious disesscs. Wy the shove improvements and additions, the Infirm- 
ary oan now accommodate 100 Patients, and the Contagious Wards 90. The Native 
Tidiemary iv underguing further improvements. Mr. D. Sussvon of Bombay bes kindly, 
through Lord Napier, given 4,000 Rs. for the Lustitution, out of the sum it ia proposed 
to build an Operating-room and Surgery over the prosent Surgery. This building isnow 
complet d. 

In the year 1867, the Vencatagherry Rajth huilt a Choultry to tLe east of the Monegnr, 
which cast wbont 9,100 Rs., in which 70 Panpers are fed daily und elothed, besides 180 out- 
dour poor reerive 2 ollocks of Raw-rice por diem. The Lajsh contributes annually Re. 
6,000 to weet the expenses of thir branch of his churity, The Rajzh bas forwarded to 
the Directors the sun of ove luc, tlie interest of which ix to support this Lustitution.

rabrica avd eunons of tho Roman Cx burch ; and that when the Roman Catholie 
Priest refusen to read the burial servi ver the body of n deveased Ronan Catholic 
soldier, tho Miltaxy wnthoritios shall make proper arrangements for the deveut intorment 
of the corpae ; 

2adly, that where there iy no Noman Catholic Priest paid hy the Btate, the Protertant 
Chaplain shall, {f requested by the friends of the dereased, or by the Officer Cummuniing, 
he bound to bury the deceased ncconling to the ris and ritual of the Church of England, 
except in either of the three enxes in which Protentunt Chaplains in Indin are eveused 
from baryiug « decensed Protestant, viz., dying unbaptized even by liy buptinm ; excom- 
municated by the major ext om rdeclured tu he elo de se; nnd that when 
0 Protestant ChapLiin refuses to offi at the burial of ecerml Roman Catholic 
soldier on oither of the three abovementioned grounds, the Military authorities shall, on 
in tlio cane of ri fusal by a Romer Catholic Priost, muke proper arrangements for tho 
decent interment of the corpse; 

Brdly, tat whenever, with or without furnishing uny expleuntion of his reasunn, n 
Roman Catholic Priest paid by the State, or a Protestant Chaplain refares to perforin the 
funeral rites of his Church over the hody of a deceased Roman Catholic soldier, the cit 
cimnetances of the cuse should be fally reported, by the Militury authorities for the con- 
sideration aud orders of the Government of Ladi
